Seamen for the Navy? 
Sirs: 

Should the United States decide to 
go to war in the near future, our Navy 
will undoubtedly absorb many ships 
‘and men of the merchant marine into 
the Naval service.

Ban on Beef 


Sins: 

Anent your section on the Argentines 
{in the Nov. 13 issue of LIFE, I write to 
correct what might be a very dangerous 
statement for the uninformed to read. 
“Politically powerful U. 8. cattle 
growers" (if such there be) do not keep 
the bars up on importing uncooked, un- 
canned Argentine beef. The bars are 
kept up by the United States Depart- 
ment of Animal Industry which is 
manned entirely by civil service em- 
ployes and is free of any political in- 
fluence whatever, 

‘The fact that “some regions of Ar- 
gentina, notably Patagonia, are free of 
the disease” does not signify. All ani- 
mals, wild or domestic, with cloven 
hooves are susceptible to the hoof-and- 
mouth disease, and it can be carried by 
Dirds, cats and. dogs. It is so deadly 
that ‘the only way to cleanse an in- 
fected area Is to kill every infected 
animal in it and pour quicklime over 
the bodies after they have been put 
into a deep pit. ‘The germ has nev 
been isolated and there is no cure. The 
importation of one-quarter pound of 
raw Argentine beef could start an ep- 
idemie which would wipe out the U. 8. 
cattle and hog business and kill off all 
the eats and dogs in the country. An 
epidemic in San Diego which necessi- 
tated the slaughter of thousands of 
hogs was traced by the Department of 
Agriculture to a very small cube of 
steak in the garbage. The cube was cut 
by a sailor's girl from a fine Argentine 
steak which the sailor had brought 
home for a treat. 

It would be too bad for anyone to 
believe that this discrimination against 
raw meat from Argentina is a method of 
keeping U. 8, beef prices high. It is a 
wise and necessary measure to insure 
the continued health of U. 8. herds.

JAPANESE CAPTURE OF NANNING CUTS CHINA’S BUSIEST BACK-DOOR ROAD 


hina is still far from a lost cause but, blockaded 

by Japan and hidden in the deep interior, its war 
bases are hard to find. At the back of nowhere, three 
roads lead out from China’s new capital of Chungking 
le world: 1) the mysterious road north- 
viet Russia; 2) the much-publicized but 
unfinished road to British Burma; and 8) the network 
of roads down into French Indo-China. ‘This last had 
until last week carried by far the greatest part of all 
non-military goods going from the outside world in- 
to China. It had also taken out of China the tung 
y off the $25,000,000 
last year. (Tung oil 
is essential for high-grade waterproof paints.) Some 
6,000 U, S. trucks, including the Fords, Dodges, 
Studebakers, Chevrolets and Internationals shown 
above, driven mostly by Chinese, have been plying 
these thousand miles across country that had never 
smelled a gasoline exhaust until a year ago. Last 
fortnight disaster struck directly athwart this lifeline 
into China. 

‘The Japanese Army had made a landing last 


month at Pakhoi, across the Gulf of Tonkin from the 
island of Hainan, which it had seized last February. 
Moving fast, it had headed for Nanning, the chief 
South China control point on the main Indo-China 
road. On Nov. 24 the Japanese Army took Nat 


U.S. EMBASSY'S SUPPLY TRUCK USES INDO-CHINA ROAD 


‘The Chinese trucks scattered along the road on both 
sides of Nanning sputtered to a stop. Much of the 
1939 crop of tung oil was temporarily bottled up in- 
side China. ‘Thirsting for American gasoline, all the 
motor vehicles in free China also sputtered to a stop 
with only one month’s supply of rationed gasoline 
available. The capture of Nanning put Japanese air 
bases within range of China’s back door to French 
Indo-China. 

But things were not so bad as they looked. The 
map on the following page shows the alternative 
route between the Chinese capital at Chungking 
and French Indo-China. Chinese armies were still 
fighting to win back Nanning and re-open this essen- 
tial highway. And in Chungking an amazing renais- 
sance of industrial energy was giving new strength 
to the Chinese cause.

Imost unknown to the outside world is the road that has actually 
supplied fighting China with two-thirds of its imports since Japan 
blockaded the coast ports. The publicity has gone to the British Burma 
Road but the traffic has gone to the road from French Indo-China to 
Chungking. A year ago there was a railroad from Haiphong (see map) 
to Kunming. Beyond that one could move only by pack-mule. China 
has completed in frantic haste a fan of roads leading out of China’s back 
LNEW CHINA door.

Brave little Finland fights for its life; France stands by Daladier; 1940 Hopefuls warm up 


‘The burning body of a woman hung out the window 
of a car on an empty, smoking street. An old man 
sat in a ditch with the tears of numb woe freezing on 
his jaw. Two inches of snow lay on Helsinki, Eu- 
rope’s neatest, sweetest little capital. And again and 
again, huge bombers with the red Communist star 
painted on their wings racketed up from the horizon 
to blast away at the decent self-respecting democracy 
of Finland. The light lasted only from 10 a.m. until 
2:30 p.m. All through the freezing 20-hour night, the 
Finns had time to patch their wounds. 

‘The anger of the stolid, stubborn men of Finland 
sent every able-bodied man to the front to find the 
nearest Russian soldier. As the days passed, it ap- 
peared that the little Finns were putting up such a 
heady, savage fight as the modern world has rarely 
seen. But stubborn heroism is impotent against 
thousands upon thousands of field guns battering 
earthworks, against thousands of planes spotting and 
strafing positions. 

LIFE has shown lately and at length modern Fin- 
Jand and Russia’s drive for control of the Baltic (Oct. 
30) and Finland’s Grand Old Man, Baron Manner- 
heim (Oct. 23). For the military side of last week's 
war, turn to page $4 for a map and Major Eliot's ex- 
planation. In Helsinki last week, as the bombs fell 
and the fires burned, young Photographer Frank 
Muto was taking for LIFE pictures of Finland's 
tragedy. 

Though Russia had been mounting its crude and 
ugly attack on Finland for two months and its ac- 
tual onslaught was no great surprise, a shudder of 
appalled indignation last week swept the world, In 
the U. S., where Finland is very popular, President 
Roosevelt summed up this country’s feeling when he 
expressed “profound shock” at such “wanton dis- 
regard for law.” American cartoonists were quick to 
depict the absurdity of big Russia’s position in re- 
lation to little Finland (see cut). Italy's Il Telegrafo 
sneered, “The wolves are having their day.” The 
universal disgust was heightened by Russia’s long 
and voluble pretense that it is the world’s chief 
champion of Peace. Only the Communist New 
York Daily Worker attempted to maintain this pre- 
tense with a headline: RED ARMY HURLS 
BACK INVADING FINNISH TROOPS. 

In this bold-faced aggression, Moscow followed the 


“OUR HEARTS BLEED FOR YOU, JOEI" 
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Berlin technique. The customary press attacks 
reached a climax last week when the official Commu- 
nist Party newspaper Pravda screamed insults at Fin- 
land’s mild Premier Aimo Cajander: “Clown! crow- 
ing rooster! squirming grass snake! marionette! small 
beast of prey without sharp teeth and strength 
but having a cunning lust . . . smearing crocodile 

gq tears over his dirty face.” 

Next step, by only five 
hours, was a fake “inci- 
dent” on the border in 
which the Finns were ac- 
cused of firing on the Rus- 
sians, This was followed, 
as fast as the Communist 
machine could work, by 
drummed-up mass meet- 
ings of protest in the night 
shifts of Russian factories. 
The usual diplomatic 
notes, denunciations and break-off of relations were 
hastily pushed through before the flights of bombers 
rose into the subarctic dawn. 

To placate the Russians after the bombs began to 
fall, Premier Cajander and his Cabinet resigned, 
despite an overwhelming vote of confidence by the 
Finnish Parliament. His place was taken by a British- 
knighted financial expert, Sir Risto Ryti. Moscow 
did not like him any better but promptly recognized 
a “People's Finnish Government” that bobbed up be- 
hind the Russian Army lines. ‘This was headed by one 

nen, a member of the Moscow Comintern 
who has not been scen in Finland for 18 years. 

Far away in Amsterdam, a profound Dutch criti- 
cism of Joseph Stalin crashed through a Russian book- 
store window wrapped around arock. It was Nikolay 
Lenin's promise in 1918 that the Finns should be free.

Stubborn Dalatier. The Daladier Government has 


been ruling France under 
decree powers since last 
March. Barely a day be- 
fore the powers expired on 
Dec. 1, Parliament was 
called, for the first time 
since war began, to renew 
them. In the Chamber of 
Deputies, members chafed, 
grumbled and grew stub- 
born at this Parliamentary 
abdication, but the Pre- 
mier was twice as stub- MONNET 
born. Rather than let the world think France divided, 
the Deputies gave in and voted all the powers “for 
duration of war.” The Senate quickly concurred. 
Decrees will be submitted to Parliament within a 
month for approval “if Parliament is in session.” 

A Frenchman was picked last week as chairman of 
the Supreme Allied Economie Council, with head- 
quarters in London. He is Jean Monnet, able in- 
ternational banker, ex-deputy secretary general of 
the League and a great wine merchant. His family 
makes cognac. 


1940 Warm-Up. “Eleven months before Election Day, 
most of the 1940 hopefuls were strenuously warming 
up. Thomas E. Dewey opened campaign headquar- 
ters in New York City and, after receiving pledges of 
support from most State Republican leaders, revealed 
that he was willing “to make this fight.” Managers 
of Paul V. McNutt’s energetic campaign for the

REDS ATTACK FINLAND 
BY LAND, SEA AND AIR 


by MAJOR GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 


the strategy of the Russian attack on Finland, to- 

gether with the main thrusts during the first two 
days of fighting, is shown on the map at right. The 
principal land drive by the Soviet Army has been 
across the Karelian Isthmus between Lake Ladoga 
(argest in Europe) and the Gulf of Finland. Through 
this isthmus run the only good rail and road connec- 
tions from the Soviet Union to the chief Finnish 
cities, Here there are comparatively strong Finnish 
fortifications, and the initial Finnish resistance ap- 
pears, at the moment, to be stout. 

A secondary land drive is being made against 
Suojirvi, north of Lake Ladoga, apparently with the 
idea of taking the line of isthmus fortifications from 
the rear. Initial Finnish resistance at Suojiirvi does 
not appear to have been very strong. 

In the far North, against the Arctic port of Pet- 
samo, the Soviet forces are said to have reached 
their objective by the use of parachute troops, In 
this ares uable nickel deposits. 

‘The Reds’ air attacks were widespread, including 
the apparently deliberate bombing of open cities. 
Hundreds were reported killed in repeated bomb- 
ings of Helsinki, Viipuri, Kotka, Hanko and Turku. 
These air attacks were quite obviously directed at 
breaking the “civil will” of Finland and will long 
be held up to the small states of Europe as a grim 
reminder of what happens to a little country that 
dares to resist the will of a great one. 

Finally, the Soviet fleet, assisted by small landing 
forces, seized strategic islands in the Gulf of Finland 
but was repulsed, reportedly with the loss of the 
new cruiser Kiror, by Finnish land batteries at 
Hanko. It was Finland's refusal to permit a Soviet 
base at Hanko that ruptured the Moscow negoti- 
ations and led to the current fighting. 

As with Poland, Finland's lack of an adequate 
defense against a tremendously superior air force 
appears to be a fatal handicap to Finnish resistance. 
‘Against a Finnish force of perhaps 200 planes, the 
Russians were able to mass approximately 8,500 first- 
ine aircraft with a high proportion of bombers. This 
initial superiority, assuming half the Russian force 
to be employed in the attacks on Finland, is thus in 
the neighborhood of ten to one, or about twice the 
initial superiority of the Germans against Poland, 
where their air force proved so important an ingredi- 
ent of victory. 

If fighting continues, one important factor may 
be the freezing of the Finnish lakes and watercourses. 
Hard-frozen ground is, of course, very good for 
mechanized forces and motor transport. Ice 10 
inches thick will bear the weight of almost any mili- 
tary load, while 6-in. ice is sufficient for light field 
guns and 3- to 4-in. ice for infantry with appropriate 
intervals. But the southern Finnish lakes have not 
yet frozen solid. 

As to the Russian objectives, these may turn out 
to be merely the occupation of the points originally 
demanded (Hanko, the islands in the Gulf of 
land, the Petsamo region and a rectification of the 
frontier on the Karelian Isthmus) or may now include 
Russian hegemony over the whole country. The for- 
mer objective is concerned with Russian desire for 
security in the Baltic, seizing upon this favorable 
moment to achieve it. The latter might indicate 
further Russian ambitions directed toward obtaining 
ice-free ports on the Arctic coast of Norway. Certainly 
no German government could be other than uneasy 
as the outstretched talons of the “Bear that walks 
like a man” reach farther and farther to the West.

N' iving man has had greater influence on American 
art than John Sloan. As a painter he was among 
the first to break away from the polite academic art 
of the 1890's. Asa t t he has launched hundreds 
of artists on their careers. As author of Gist of Art, 
published this fall (American Artists Group, $3.75), 
he has written a wise and humorous credo for arti 
This winter the largest exhibit of his work*ever as- 
sembled will be held at Wanamaker’s in Philadelphia.

writes Broadway’s top sophisticated songs 


I America’s top writer of sophisticated songs owes his success 
to any one thing, it is to being born on a farm near Peru, Ind. 
Only a country boy could take Cole Porter's open delight in the 
gaiety of New York and Paris. 

Porter's family owned a 700-acre farm. ‘Their son Cole played 
the violin at 6, composed the Bobolink Waltz at 11, went East to 
prep school, entered Yale in 1909. ‘There as an undergraduate he 
wrote Bulldog and Bingo, two rousing songs that still make Yale 
boys want to jump up and down, 

In 1916, Porter wrote his first Broadway show, See America 
First. It flopped and he went to war to forget it. In Paris 
afterwards he studied music and married wealthy Linda Thomas. 
‘Together they inherited a fortune. 

In 1919, Porter’s second Broadway show, Hitchy-Koo, was a 
hit, and its song In an Old-Fashioned Garden made Porter famous. 
Subsequently he has turned out a dozen hits climaxed by Any- 
thing Goes (1934) and Leave It to Me (1938). A fashionable fig- 
ure on Long Island and the Lido, and a member of cafe society 
in good standing, Porter lives today in a suite at the Waldorf. 

Porter's ASCAP rating is AA, which means in a good year his 
income from music royalties exceeds $100,000. He writes both 
words and music, usually thinks of a title first and fits the tune 
around it. Songwriters try to ape the tricky rhymes and rbythm 
of his Night and Day, My Heart Belongs to Daddy, but they lack 
the vital ingredient of a Cole Porter hit: the gusto of an Indi- 
ana boy who at Yale could write “Bingo, bingo, that’s the lingo.”

National Guard gets its first 


r January 1996 the U. S. Army adopted the finest 
standard military rifle in the world (abore), the only 
semi-automatic rifle used by any army. Called “U. 8. 
Rifle, Caliber .30, M1” by the Army, it is popularly 
known as the Garand afte ntor, John C, Garand 
(right). Because it is expensive and its complexity makes 
it difficult to manufacture, less than half of the regular 
Amy riflemen have been equipped with the Garand. 
Last fortnight marked a long step toward its use as 
standard equipment when it was first issued in quantity 
to selected units of the National Guard, recently en- 
gaged in an extra week of field training. An order for 
65,000 Garands at $100 apiece has gone to Winchester 
Repeating Arms Co., and the Government’s Springfield 
‘Armory is producing about 100 a day. 

It is natural and appropriate that America should 
have the world’s best rifle. Only a rich nation could 
afford so expensive a weapon. And the rifle has tradi- 
tionally been the American's No. 1 weapon, in war and 
peace. America’s pioneers relied on their flintlocks for 
both food and protection. Even today, with a permanent 
closed season on Indians and a diminishing supply of 
game, several million American farmers and sportsmen 
still own rifles. The American's handiness with a gun, 
plus his aptitude for individual fighting, make the rifle

‘The prime requisite of a rifle in modern warfare is 
accurate rapid fire. The Springfield, the Army's stand- 
ard rifle from 1903 to 1936, loads a clip of only five cart- 
ridges and has a hand-operated bolt which must be 
worked between each shot. Only an expert can fire as 
many as 20 aimed shots per minute. With the Garand, 
where all he has to do is keep pulling the trigger and 
reload after every eight shots, an ordinary rifleman can 
fire 30 aimed shots per mi nd experts have fired 
up to 100, Since the Garar ick” is much less than 
the Springfield's, shoulders do not get sore so soon, 
flinching is lessened, and the rifleman can keep firing 
much longer and more accurately. The big problem of 
the Garand is ammunition suppl; 

By 1941 America’s entire first-line land defense force 
—both the regular Army and the National Guard— 
should be equipped with Garands. What that means, 
that if war comes each U. S. rifleman will 
be able to deliver, with superior accuracy and endurance, 
from two to five times the volume of fire which can now 
be delivered by any possible foeman. After their first 
test, National Guard officers estimated that theoretically 
ent trapped in open country could be 
Garand riflemen in exactly one minute.

This accomplished 
and sensitive Indian with the jawbreaking 
name is potentially one of the most powerful 
men alive. On his word largely depends the at- 
titude of 350,000,000 Indians to the British 
Empire and the second world war. Nehru is 
several things. He is an Indian revolutionary 
educated at Harrow and Cambridge. He is the 
son of a distinguished family of Kashmiri Brah- 
mans, which—transposing into American— 
means the son of Lowells or Roosevelts. He is a 
seven-time jailbird. He is a discriminating and 
subtle-minded individualist who makes social- 
ism the core of his faith. And he is the inevit- 
able successor to Mr. Gandhi, the venerable 
Mahatma, as leader of the Indian nationalist 
movement. 

India’s Nehru—and Nehru’s India—bear a 
pressing relation to the contemporary world 
crisis. ‘This second world war has several 
dimensions, It is a struggle not merely in the 


linear field of power politics buc in the space- 
time of ideologies. The joke is that when the 
Russo-German pact was signed all the “isms” 
became “wasms.” Bur the fact remains that the 
British and French are fighting, among other

things, for a very genuine “ism,” the liberalism 
of democratic institutions, against the fascism 
of a totalitarian state. Yet, while the British 
fight for democracy in Europe, they deny full 
democracy to 350,000,000 Indians who want 
freedom. Everyone knows how exceptionally 
difficult it is for the Allies to state their war 
aims. But India should be a test case for war 
aims when the time comes for stating them. 
The dominant figure of nationalist India, now 
thac the magnificent old Mahatma is 70 and 
almost senile, is Jawaharlal Nehru. But it is 
difficult to understand Nehru without some con- 
ception of the Indian background. Bend your 
mind to that colossal and complex subcontinent, 
home to one-fifth the human race. Maharajas 
bursting with sub-royal splendor; poverty, 
grisly and unspeakable; the hot nights in Cal- 
cutta and the black servants sleeping, line by 
line, on the pavement, waiting for their white 
masters; Pathan tribesmen from the Kipling 
country and squat little fakirs from the Hima- 
layas; the stench of roasting flesh at Benares and 
the cool beauty of the Delhi combs; children 
with rings in their noses and children becoming

parents at 10 or 12; multitudinous religious fissures; 
black-clad widows, who can never remarry; Hindus 
who would die before drinking water with a Moslem 
and Moslems who would dic before taking water from 
a Hindu; religious ceremonies based on cow manure; a 
magnificent national heritage and slums in Cawnpore 
that make the brain rock; pure, noble intellects like 
Tagore and Bose and human beings who worship 
pigcons, peacocks, cobras, rats; the tremendous phys- 
ical variety of desert, jungle, scalding heat, the cold- 
est mountains in the world and monsoons that dump 
billions of rons of water on streets blanched by heat. 

Nehru—better say Jawaharlal, because everyone in 
India calls him simply Jawaharlal—detests the me- 
dievalism of much of his country. Almost the most 
interesting thing about him is the exceptionally mod- 
ern quality of his mind. He is steeped in the rational- 
ism of the 20th Century. One of his tasks, difficult 
to the point of heartbreak, is to face the inordinate 
backwardness of India, its clashes of myth and super- 
stition, and bring it to the contemporary world, He 
fights not only the British. He fights the entrenched 
ritualism of his own people. He is an agnostic, a ra- 
tionalist, a reformer. 

Yet he is noc arid like most intellectual aristocrats 
and reformers. When he was last in England, he met 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. Afterwards the Arch- 
bishop is reported to have said: “‘Such a pleasant and 
agreeable gentleman! Who would imagine that he 
could shake up a continent!" 


Guiding spirit of Congress Party 


Politically Nehru holds no job at present, except 
that he is a member of the Working Committee of the 
Indian National Congress. But for ten years he was 
secretary general of the Congress, and he is the only 
man who has ever been its president three times. He 
could be president again any time he wished. The In- 
dian National Congress is not a political party in the 
American sense. It is the mass organization of Indians 
who want emancipation from Britain, who want not 
merely dominion status but complete independence. It 
is analogous to the independence movement among the 
American Colonies before 1776. Though it is predom- 
inantly Hindu, it includes Indians of various creeds 
and political complexion, and is overwhelmingly the 
most important political organization in India. Its 
Working Committee, of which Nehru is the guiding 
spirit now that Mr. Gandhi has become so old, is the 
executive force of Indian nationalism. The Congress 
controls cight of the eleven provinces of British India, 


His father, Motilal, famous lawyer and one of India’s richest men, 
was a blueblooded Kashmiri Brahman, Father and son disagreed 
in politics until father swung over to son's socialist political views. 


Jawaharlal Nehru was born in Allahabad on Nov. 
14, 1889, of a high-caste Brahman family that origi- 
nated in Kashmir, and members of which served the 
last Moguls in various capacities. His father, Motilal 
Nehru, was a great figure, one of the most distin- 
guished and powerful lawyers in India, a rich and 
respected friend of the British. Motilal buile a tre- 
mendous house at Allahabad and the family had every 
advantage of wealth and culture, As a boy, Nehru 
came strongly under British influence and indeed, to 
this day, he scems in some respects almost more Eng- 
lish than Indian. He was brought up on Walter Scott 
and Dickens. He had an English tutor from his earli- 
est days. He went to Harrow, and Cambridge prob- 
ably affected him more deeply than Allahabad. He 
still speaks his own language, Hindustani, a trifle 
haltingly. But he speaks—and writes—English in a 
style which hardly a dozen men alive can match. 


He is shocked to see his country 


When Nehru returned to India, at 23, he was 
plunged into politics almost at once. He couldn't 
have avoided politics anyway, since his father was a 
dominant political figure. He met Gandhi and was 
deeply shocked by the tragic incident of Amritsar, 
when General Dyer ordered his troops to fire on a 
crowd of Indians, killing and wounding hundreds. 
This blot on England's record of humane rule was as 
widely regretted in England as in India, But shortly 
thereafter on a trip to Delhi, Nehru took the last up- 
per berth on a sleeping car and awoke to find himself 
in a car full of British officers. Lying in his berth, he 
heard General Dyer boasting how he forced the Indians 
ro crawl into Amritsar on their bellies, how he felt 
like burning the city to the ground but took pity on it. 
“Twas greatly shocked," Nehru writes, “"to heat his 
conversation and to observe his callous manner. He 
descended at Delhi station in pyjamas with bright 
pink stripes, and a dressing gown.” 

Nehru began to travel. Wealthy, cultivated, but- 
tressed with every comfort as he had been all his life, 
he was appalled by his first real look at his native 
land. He saw his people so poor that they worked for 
8¢a day, so hungry and sick that they lived an average 
of only 25 years, so yoked by the Hindu religion that 
they bowed down before cows and shunned their fel- 
low men as untouchable, Like Buddha, he gave up 
everything he had known in life to explore both his 
own mind and the abysmal miseries of the humble. 
He writes of an early visit co the peasants: 


His Wife, Kamala, also a Kashmiri blucblood, died in 1936 in Swi 
zerland while Nehru was serving one of his seven jail sentences 
in India, Kamala had also been jailed for her nationalist beliefs. 
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Gandhi and Nehru, while different in temperament, are fast friends. Nehru has more 
faith in socialism and less faith in non-violence as a political weapon than Gandhi. 
But now that Gandhi is 70, Nehru, just 50, is taking over as nationalist leader.

“They showered their affection on us and looked on us with loving 
and hopeful eyes, as if we were the bearers of good tidings, the 
guides who were to lead them to the promised land. Looking at 
them and their misery and overflowing gratitude, I was filled with 
shame and sorrow, shame at my own easygoing and comfortable life 
and our petty politics of the city which ignored this vast multitude 
of semi-naked sons and daughters of India, sorrow at the degradation 
and overwhelming poverty of India. A new picture of India seemed 
to rise before me, naked, starving, crushed, and utterly miserable.” 

Nehru joined Gandhi’s civil disobedience and in 121, along with 
hundreds of others who fought for the honor of being arrested, he 
went to jail. Between 1921 and 1934 Nehru spent five and a half 
years in jail in seven terms. Most of the time he was well treated but 
once he was handcuffed to a fellow prisoner for 24 hours in a hovel of 
a prison where rats crawled over his face as he slept. Confinement 
marked and pitted him deeply. He became more sensitive, more in- 
grown. But jail also gave him time to think, to develop his political 
philosophy. He saw that the Indian struggle had more than merely 
nationalist elements. He became convinced that imperialism was 
the basic enemy and that since British imperialism was a capitalise 
growth, he must attack capitalism too. He felt that British im- 
perialism rested on economic as well as political exploitation. There- 
fore, to attack the British logically, he must be a socialist as well as 
asimple nationalist revolutionary. This is the root of Nehru’s creed. 

Though he is a socialist, he is emphatically not a communist. He 
wrote once: “"I am not a communist chiefly because I resist the com- 
munist tendency to treat communism as holy doctrine; I do not like 
being told what to think and do. I feel also that too much violence 
is associated with communist methods. The ends cannot be sepa- 
rated from the means,”" 


Story of a father and son 


The relation between Jawaharlal and his father Motilal is a fas- 
cinating psychological study. Ie is glowingly described in Nehru's 
autobiography, which is soon to be published in America. Jawahar- 
lal was an exceptionally sensitive young man; Motilal was massive 
and overbearing. Ac first Motilal was greatly troubled by his son's 
strong nationalism and tried to win him back to moderation. But 
slowly, steadily the son won the father over. Then one night 
Jawaharlal discovered Motilal sleeping on the floor of his luxurious 
home, to understand what jail would be like for his son. When civil 
disobedience began in the early 1920's, Motilal, with his tremendous 
prestige among British and Indians alike, was the lion of the move- 
ment. Presently father and son went to jail together. 

Between jail sentences, his political career steadily advanced. 
Gandhi had great influence on him, especially through his develop- 
ment of the theory and practice of passive resistance. This seemed to 
Nehru a wonderfully noble doctrine, though now he docs not feel 
that it is enough. Gradually he became Gandhi's indispensable 
second in command. He wrote, talked, traveled, organized. As 
secretary of the National Congress uninterruptedly for a decade, he 
helped shape that body into a competent organism. He came out 
for complete independence from Britain, not merely dominion status. 
This year he wrote the Congress “War Statement,” protesting against 
the British declaration which bound India to the war without con- 
sulting Indian opinion. 

Nehru was 50 this year. He is an extraordinarily handsome and 
magnetic figure. He is known to millions of Indians who have heard 
him speak from the remote forests of Assam to industrial slums 
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waters of the Ganges, sacred to Hindus, Nehru takes an occasional sacramental 
dip, although he is personally an agnostic. For his political work Nehru receives no 
pay, carns a little from writing, has given most of his family fortune to his cause.

south of Bombay. People call him Bharat Ka Hriday Samrat, Lord of 
India’s Heart. On the other hand, he is distinctly not a man of the 
crowd. He is diffident in most human relationships, with a hatred 
of effusion. People must come a long way toward him, before he will 
budge an inch. He hates backslapping, he hates demagoguery. He 
has a horror of vulgarity, intellectual or otherwise. 

Nehru’s chief weakness derives from this. His predisposition to 
doubt, his fastidiousness and hatred of dogmatism, his hatred of 
hurly-burly, make him a bad politician sometimes, But his strengch 
in various fields counterbalances this. He is an admirable organizer 
and administrator. Most of his time this year went to the National 
Planning Committee, of which he is chairman. He has energy be- 
yond that of most men, tremendous devotion to his cause, extreme 
intelligence, modesty, charm and honesty." His personal and polit- 
ical integrity have never been shaken. 

Nehru lives—when he isn’t traveling across India and back—in 
a house in Allahabad called the Anand Bhawan. This is near his 
father’s old house, which Motilal gave to the movement and which 
is Congress headquarters. Nehru is a widower. His wife, who 
fought beside him in the civil disobedience campaigns, died after 
long years of ill health. He was released from his last imprisonment 
in order to visit her. She had been in prison too. Their only child, 
a ui-year-old daughter named Indira, gocs to school in England. 
Nehru’s two sisters are both active in politics. One, Mrs. Pandic, 
who was called “Samp” (‘‘the Beautiful One") in her youth, is 
Minister for Local Self-Government and Health in the United 
Provinces—the first woman of India to become a Cabinet minister. 

Nehru is much more normal in his personal life and attitudes than 
Gandhi. The Kashmiris are often meat eaters, and though he does 
not cat meat as a rule, he has none of Gandhi's religious horror of 
it. He smokes occasionally; when he is outside India he may even 
rink a litele. He loves winter sports and swimming. He has little 
interest in money, so long as he has enough for books, travel and 
party work. His travels, like Gandhi's, have been epochal. In 
1936-37 he traveled 110,000 miles in 22’ months, making several 
speeches per day. Once he spoke 150 times in one week. 

The single thing he likes best in the world, next to India, is prob- 
ably English poctry. In his writings he quotes verse incessantly. 
After poetry, he likes mountains, glaciers, children, running water 
and almost all animals. The things he dislikes most are “exploita- 
tion, cruelty, and people who, in the name of God, truth, and the 
public good, are busy feathering their own nests'’—that is, most 
politicians. He has no personal rancor toward the British. On 
every holiday, he heads straight for England, and many British are 
his warm friends. 


“Oh Jewel of India, what time is it?” 


Nehru is not a messiah, like Gandhi, although India, out of its 
wretchedness, tends to make messiahs of all its leaders. Any messi- 
anic feeling would have been quickly scotched by his wife and 
daughter who took to calling him around the home by the names 
the people used: “Oh Jewel of India, what time is it?” or ‘"Oh Em- 
bodiment of Sacrifice, please pass the bread."” Gandhi is a strange 
combination of very modern ideas and medieval prejudices. He is 
against Untouchability but in favor of the caste system. He nearly 
let his son die rather than allow the doctors to give him eggs or 
chicken broth, animal products proscribed to Hindus. Nehru is com- 
pletely modern, years and centuries ahead of his people. In a land 
where religion is everything, he is an agnostic. He is a towering 
intellect, who spent part of his time in prison writing a history of 
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the world for his daughter in 1,569 pages and whose autobiography 
is an Indian Education of Henry Adams. “I have become a queer 
mixture of the East and West,” he says, “‘out of place everywhere, 
at home nowhere.”” 

The present political situation demands a word of background. 
India is ruled by terms of the Government of India Act, 1935. On 
top are the British Crown and Parliament, the India Office in London 
and the British Viceroy, who has power to rule by decree. India is 
divided into parts—British India, where Gandhi, Nehru and the 
Congress Party struggle for power with the British rulers, and 
Princely India, a collection of states ruled by the Maharajas, who 
owe allegiance to Britain but run their own realms as medieval auto- 
crats, The India Act projected a federal structure for India, including 
the Princely States, but this is shelved on account of the war. In 
British India the Act established a comprehensive system of provin- 
cial autonomy, which came into operation in 1937. Elections, in 
which 14% of the people voted, put Indian governments into power 
in the eleven provinces of British India. Of these, che Congress 
controls eight. The only non-Congress governments are the Moslem 
areas of Bengal, Punjab, Sind. The Congress began the task of 
provincial government in cight-clevenths of British India. This was 
a tremendous evolution. It was the net result of Gandhi's great civil 
disobedience campaigns. The Congress governments had only re 
stricted powers; yet their creation marked a real and substantial 
advance toward self-government. 


India asks for independence 


Came 1939 and the new world war. And immediately the Indian 
situation changed drastically. The Indians remembered the last 
great War, when they sent 1,215,000 men overseas, of whom more 
than 100,000 were casualties, As a result of that effort, Mr. Gandhi 
expected much greater concessions than he got. And ever since, 
Indians have said that they would not be victims of the same process 
again. They said that they would not assist Britain in a new war, 
they would not send men overseas, unless they were promised a more 
substantial reward, i.c., full independence, The 1935 Act gave India 
something, but it came after years of struggle against the gradualness 
of British policy. This time the Indians want more—at once. 

The crisis began just before the war, when Indian troops were sent 
abroad for service in Singapore and Egypt. Then, in September, 
India became a belligerent by proclamation of the British Govern- 
ment, with Indians given no chance to say yes or no. The Govern- 
ment of India Act was quickly amended and the Viceroy assumed 
emergency powers. The British Government held that the war 
overrode every other consideration. But the Working Committee of 
Congress replied on Sept. 14 with a statement disassociating itself 
from the British declaration. This statement makes it clear that 
Congress condemns Fascist aggression and holds no brief for Ger- 
many. But the Committee goes on to demand that Britain state its 
war aims and peace aims. It insists that the issue of war or peace is 
one for the Indian people themselves to settle. It refuses point-blank 
to allow Indian resources to be exploited for “imperialist ends." The 
declaration of war was taken, it says, “without the consent of the 
Indian people... . The Working Committee must take the gravest 
view of these developments. 

The Viceroy began a series of detailed consultations with the In- 
dian leaders. He saw Mr. Gandhi, the leading Moslems, representa~ 
tives of the Princes and the like. He saw Nehru and the left-wing 
Congressmen. He announced then a proposal for a consultative 
board of Indians to guide him in the conduct of the war. This panel 
was to have, however, only advisory powers. Obviously the British 
hoped for a settlement. They did not relish che prospect of India 
divided and disloyal. They had no enthusiasm for a possible civil

war in India while fighting a world war against Germany. And 
many moderate Indians accepted the Viceroy’s position. The Con- 
gress, however, did not do so. Members of Congress talked about 
the possibility of resuming civil disobedience, and the eight Congress 
governments—largely under Nehru's influence—resigned. Thus, 
overnight, the constitutional structure laboriously prepared during 
15 years was shaken, The British governors were forced to revert to 
the old system of government by emergency powers. 

An extreme statement of the Indian case, such as one that Nehru 
might make, would point out two things. Ic would ignore what- 
ever good Britain has brought India and say, first, that every nation, 
including the Indian nation, has an inalienable right to be free; 
second, that the British remain in India by no right except the right 
of conquest. An analogy might be a Japanese occupation of the 
United States. Suppose that the United States should crumble into 
decay, and succumb to civil war between rival American States. 
Suppose then that the Japanese, residents of a distant island, should 
invade America, restore order, make treaties with various local 
authorities and maintain an armed occupation of the land, finally 
permitting the Americans a limited degree of local autonomy. Sup- 
pose that the Japanese flag flew in Washington, and that the Japa- 
nese viceroy were solely responsible for the conduct of foreign affairs, 
finance and law and order. Suppose that the Japanese milked Amer- 
ica of its colossal industrial production and national income, and 
meantime starved education. Suppose, finally, it establishedswanky 
clubs which no American could enter, encouraged pro-Japanese 
puppets among disloyal Americans, and inflicted on Americaa string- 
ently organized Japanese Civil Service. Then suppose the Japanese 
should become involved in a war with, say, Britain, Would the 
American subjects of Japan be loyal ro Japan? Or would they not? 

British policy in India can be phrased in a sentence. Ic is to give 
India certain advances toward self-government, with dominion 
status promised at an unnamed eventual date, The Indian national- 
ists’ case may be stated as briefly. It is ro get what it can now and 
hope for complete independence from Britain as soon as possible, 


The case for India 


A dialog between an Englishman and a nationalist Indian of the 
Nehru school might proceed as follows: 

Englishman: We have brought you roads, irrigation, a great rail- 
way system, political unity, public healeh, the rule of law, stability 
and order. 

Indian: That has nothing to do with the basic issue. The basic 
issue is that India is our country, not yours, We do not admit your 
right to do anything for us, whether it’s good or bad. We do not 
admit the legitimacy of any of your claims. Perhaps you have 
brought reforms, but your reforms are fundamentally irrelevant to 
the basic fact that this is our country, not a British country, and 
that we do not wane British rule. 

Englishman: Without the British raj, India would collapse. Re- 
ligious rivalry between Hindu and Moslem would split the country. 

Indian: But it’s you British, by suppressing education, who pre- 
vent the gradual development of good will among the religious 
communities. If the masses were educated, primitive religious 
animosities would disappear. 

Englishman: We have done more for the education of the masses 
than you ever did. 

Indian: Nevertheless, you have been here more than a hundred 
years, and India is still 86% illiterate. 

Englishman: The Hindu-Moslem problem goes far deeper than 
education. Your own religious customs make education impossible. 
You will not permit boys and girls in the same primary schools. The 
idea of joine Hindu-Moslem schools is an impossibility. 

Indian: But you yourself promote dissension between Hindu and 
Moslem in order to have a pretext for remaining here and imposing 
order. After all, there are 240,000,000 Hindus as against 77,000,000 
Moslems. According to democratic principles, the wishes of the 
majority should be followed, but the Indian Congress is perfectly 
prepared to safeguard the rights of Moslems and of every other 
religious group. Many Congressmen are Moslems. We believe in 
equal rights for all Indians regardless of religion. Only the British 
strategy of divide and rule keeps the religious issue alive. 

Englishman: If we left India, your country would be attacked, 
pillaged and taken over by someone else. 

Indian: If so, this is true only because you have deliberately pre- 
vented us from having a genuine national army, for fear that it 
might turn against you. You have impoverished our people phys- 
ically and economically, so that there appears to be no fighting 
spirit. But give us a decade or so, give us the opportunity to edu- 
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cate, feed and train our people, so that our dormant national spirit 
may be liberated. Believe me, we can create—with 350,000,000 
people to draw from—a national army that would be proof against 
any aggression. 

Englishman: We have promised you dominion status. This is 
enough for Canadians and New Zealanders. Why should you want 
more? 

Indian: Because we are Indians, not Anglo-Saxons like the resi- 
dents of the other dominions. 

Englishman: One reason why we cannot promise you full inde- 
pendence instead of mere dominion status is our treaty relationship 
to the Indian Princes. We are pledged to maintain these Princes in 

. their limited sovereignty. They are not part of British India. 
We cannot risk the civil war that might follow complete liberation 
of India, if the Princes, whose territories cover 41% of India, should 
refuse co-operation with you. 

Indian: The Princely States are feudal anachronisms. They have 
life-and-death powers over the people such as are found nowhere else 
in the modera world. We Indians are democrats. The people in the 
native states are our preoccupation, not their maharajas. Without 
British support, no maharaja could survive ten minutes. Buc there 
will be no question of civil war. The people themselves will only 
too eagerly and willingly co-operate with us to dispose of these 
ornamental anachronisms. 

Englishman: We have a very large investment, perhaps £850,000,000 
in India. We cannot risk losing it 

Indian; The Indian Congress doesn’t intend to dishonor or repudi- 
ate any legitimate obligation. We hope British investments will 
remain in India; we think they would pay better dividends than 
before. If we improve the morale and health of our liberated coun- 
try, its purchasing power should grow. 

Englishman: You are not capable of self-government. 

Indian: That remains to be seen. Anyway, we would prefer to 
govern ourselves badly, rather than be governed well by someone 
else. 

In the summer of 1939, just before the declaration of war, Jawa- 
harlal Nehru went to China for the first time. He visited Chiang 
Kai-shek in Chungking, and received the greatest official welcome 
ever given to a foreigner there. On the day of his arrival occurred a 
serious Japanese air raid. Chiang Kai-shek and Nehru were forced 
suddenly to retreat to an air-raid shelter. For hours they stayed 
there, as the bombing continued mercilessly. Nehru and Chiang 
liked each other and they talked about their respective problems 
with the utmost cordiality and frankness 

This is something for the British to think about. Should India 
ever become free, and India and China then pursue a policy of close 
collaboration, nearly half the population of the world would be 
working together. Such a great-Asia bloc might be a severe deter- 
rent to all foreign interests and ambitions. It is another reason why 
the British watch the career of Jawaharlal Nehru with scrupulous 
attention. 

Nehru’s future contribution to Indian freedom depends on the war. 
If civil disobedience comes, the British will be forced to arrest every 
Congress leader. But the British will dislike heartily having to do 
anything of the kind, nor does Congress want to go to the extreme of 
civil disobedience. Compromise, however, is difficult, The nation- 
alist Indians say that the issue of war or peace must be decided by the 
Indian people. They resent being forced to fight—for democracy— 
when even such limited democracy as they have won is taken away.
